Terrific Storm in Catskills 
Causes Heavy 


Damage 


ELLENVILLE, N. Y., Aug. 28—A 
narrow valley in the Catskilis, about 
25 miies long and less than a mile 
across at its widest point, late Mon- 
day shook itself loose from the grip 
of cloudburst and flooded stream and 
took account of its loss of life and 
property 

Through this little valley, running 
northeast to Kingston. on the Hudson 
river, the Round Out creek winds a 
fairly tranquil course under norma! 
conditions Sunday a cloudburst 
poured thousands of tons of water 
inte the stream’s source, and sent a 
twenty foot wall of water tumbling 
down the valley 

Three Dead

VICTORIA, B.C., Aug. 28.—Canau 
has the natural resources worthy ol 
fnivestment and development, but the 
troubles over the investment of Bri- 
tish capital here result from the lack 
of honesty in the flotations that are 
taken over to England and not in the 
unquestioned honesty of the resources, 
Right Hon, J. Ramsay MacDona‘d 
former premier of Great Britain, said 
at a dinner tendered to him here 
Monday night. 

Hon. N. Lougheed, minister of pub- 
lic works, who presided, tendered tte 
British Labor leader the official wei- 
ccme of the wrovince. Mr. Lougheed 
said that British investors should 
either come out here in person or send 
their representatives when making in- 
vestments to see that the flotations 
are sound, instead of accepting them 
as they are presented in England 

Honest Wealth 

Hon. Mr. MacDonald quoted with 
emphasis the statement made to hin 
bv one of the highest geological au 
thorities in Canaaa, a professor at Me@ 
Gill University, who was interested 
only in the resources and not at all 
in the flotation or financial side, Thi: 
professor had told him in Montreal 
that if ‘there were only honest com- 
pany flotation for the British investor, 
he would guarantee the honesty vf 
the wealth in the Canadian ground, 
as he ey’ the geological conditions 

“I feel certain that unless these i 
more determination, thoreugh scienti- 
fic and systematic thinking put into 
the development of our existing mar 
kets and towards the capture of mar- 
kets by the British business man and 
financier, and unless they are willing 
t. see that undeveloped countries ar 
got Mold of by British capital, there 
will be others ready to step in and 
take hold,” the former prime minis- 
ter said. 

“By scientific and systematic co-or- 
dination, British trade and indu*.y 
sheuld have the same influence in the 
twentieth century us it had in the 
nineteenth.” 

Here on Holiday 

“I am here on a holiday, investigat- 
ine new fields,” the British Labor 
leader went on. “We want realiim 
in these things. If I can find in 
Europe, Asia or here in America th: 
or»ortunit’ for British capital to en- 
able it to create a greater demand f.r 
British goods, for British labor and 
thus reduce unemployment at hom«e 
then I am for it.’ 

He asserted that he did not belic 
in any political “monkeying” follo - 
sng such investment 

“The difficulty with British invest- 
ment in Canads ts that we are a few 
gvod miles awey, whereas there 
other people with capital to invest, 
who are only a few yards away,” ‘;

WHEAT PRICES 


Farmers who remember when §5 cents 
a bushel was the most they could expect 
to get for No. 1 Northern wheat will not 
be driven to despair by the news that the 
wheat pool will pay only that amount as 
the initial payment on the new crop. And 
that time is not so long ago that only the 
veterans among the western wheat grow- 
ers can recall it. 

The pool, like any other Wheat dealing 
agency, can only pay for wheat what it 
can get, less deductions. The initial pay- 
ment is fixed by anticipations of what 
prices will be several months hence. A drop 
of fifteen cents in the initial payment 
means that the prospect. now is for lower 
world prices than seemed likely a few 
weeks ago. 

Naturally lower prices for wheat will 
be disappointing to the wheat growers. 
But if the shrinkage in world prices turns 
out to be no greater than the reduction in 
the initial price would indicate, the disap- 
pointment will not be sharpened by a sense 
of lost labor, time and money. Men have 
made fortunes growing wheat in the west 
at 85 cents a bushel or less, and they sel- 
dom got so many bushels from an acre as 
will be threshed from the present crop. 

The amount of the initial payment indi- 
cates an ultimate price to the grower well 
over the dollar mark. Dollar wheat was 
an ideal toward which an earlier genera- 
tion of western farmers looked with long- 
ing that was seldom gratified. A price of 
anything over a dollar a bushel on the pre- 
sent crop will mean a larger revenue than 
the west ever drew in a single year from 
its wheat crop, save perhaps one or two 
years while the world war raged.

If the Dominion is to restpre thes« 
lands to British Columbia, the province of 
Alberta will have a fairly strong claim to 
compensation, since it was Alberta land 
that was given to the C. P. R. in lieu of 
them. If the control of the natural re- 
sources is to be turned over to the Govern- 
ment of Alberta, something should be al- 
lowed this province in consideration of the 
millions of acres of land which were thus 
alienated for building a railway through 
territory outside its boundaries. 

British Columbia is doing pretty well 
out of that land deal. 
It has got whatever could be collected 
through taxes imposed upon the develop- 
ment of the mineral and timber resources 
of the railway belt. It has got $100,000 a 
year for more than forty years from the 
Dominion treasury. And it is now to get 
the lands. Alberta ought to come into the 


calculation, now that a new arrangement |

As protein food enters the stomach it begins to mix 
with the gastric juice, which is especially prepared by 
nature to take care of this class of food only. Starches | 
cannot be digested in the stomach, and ff used at the 
same imeal, only interfere with the digestion of the 
meat, fish, or other protein.

If you ask the anatomist he'll tel! 
you that the most distinctive wart of 
man is this vastiy overgrown mass 
at the top of the nervous system 
that we call his brain, and mainly 
the big brain (cerebral lobes), in ap-|

this: If you agree that the average 
of human intelligence is too low to 
do much with it in the way of-ap- 
pealing to it to improve mental fit- 
ness, than at best one man in five is 
really intelligent in this restricted, 
rather exclusive sense, 

Some may call this view an aristo- 
cratic and others a cynical view of 
homo sapiens; or to repeat a jest 
both cynical and slangy, that the 
creature might better be called homo 
sap. 

I see no reason why the situation 
should not be faced frankly and 


calmly. If one in five humans is 
really intelligent, that is leaven 
enough for tne whole mass. It is 


presumably true that men Intelligent 
enough to cons«ler the matter, and 
brain-workers especially, are inclined 


to overestimate the average intelli- 
gence. \ 
The machinery for running the 


world must be made as nearly foul- 
proof as possible, and we must as- 
sume every Httle as common knowl- 
edge even iri a democracy with com- 
pulsory edvsation, There is little to 
be done ab ut it except to accept the 
fact. We can’t improve the ola 
material perceptibly. The extent to 
which stimulation will make capacity 
efficient has not yet been realized. 

The whole situation was recently 
brought home to me by the remark 
of a physician to a large state 
prison. He commented on the low 
mentality of the prisoners, yet re- 
garded them as a fair sample of the 
average outside prison walis. He 
said: “If I find one intelligent 
enough to read the Saturday Evening 
Post I call him brother.”

Freedom to Follow Her Chosen Occupation, 
Her Time and Her Independence 


A man writing recently in a magazine says that no matter how much a 
man loves a woman, he dreads getting married because he hates to give up 
his freedom, and that the reason men dislike big weddings is because they 
loathe the thought of being made a spectacle of 
as they are being led as a sacrifice to the altar 

This writer thinks that women give up 
nothing when they marry, that matrimony 
is all gain for them, and they will therefore 
naturally wish to celebrate their success in 
having secured a husband by dolling them 
selves up in glad raiment, and beating upon 
the cymbals, 


Women will read this statement with loud 
cries of derision, for well they know that every 
wife is ten times as much married to her hus 
hand as he is to her, and that she is a hundred 
times more bound than he ts 


Of course, both men and women sacri 
fice their personal liberty when they get 
married. The marriage bond is no mere 
figure of speech. It is a reality. Those who 
pass into the holy estate tcave freedom be- 
hind. They have taken upon themselves duties and obligations to another. 
They are not free to come and go as they please. or to foliow their own 
sweet wilis, or to indulge their every taste and whim. 

The married man has not the privilege of being a philanderer and chas- 
ing every fiuttering skirt. He may not spend his evenings at his club, or sit 
up until 3 o’clock in the morning playing poker with the boys without having 
to furnish some sort of alibi.

But it is the sacrifice of her freedom of choice that thousands of women 
are called upon to make when they marry. Nowadays there are untold num- 
bers of women who are keen and successful business women, women whose 
tastes and talents are commercial instead of domestic, women who prefer 
desks to cook stoves 


There are multitudes of women who have spent years and years of 
time and thousands of dollars acquiring some profession for which they 
have an especial talent, but very seldom after they marry are they free 
to follow their chosen occupations. Their husbands demand that they 
give up what they had expected to be their life work and retire to the 
kitchen.

Nothing is so absolutely necessary to one’s self-respect as financial inde- 
pendence, but it is the woman alone who is called upon to sacrifice this 
when she gets married. The girl who has earned her own money before 
marriage ts seldom free to continue to earn it afterward, both because of 
her husband's unwillingness for her to follow a gainful occupation and be- 
cause when the babies come her hands are full with her domestic duties 


That women may be willing and glad to give up their personal freedom 
for love, and that they may kiss their fetters, is beside the question. The 
fact remains that when they marry they give up their persona! liberty far
